Total  imports  of  grapefruit  into  u-reat  Britain  for  txie  period  Sept-  i 
ember  28  to  January  4  amounted  to  the  equivalent  of  about  197,000  boxes 
compared  with  2Gu,OGG  in  the  corresponding,  weeks  of   tae  1928-29  season  and 
201,000  in  the  1927-26  season.     The  United  States  (including  Porto  Rico) 
supplied  only  69  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  present  season  compared  with 
85  per  cent  last  season  and  79  per  cent,  in  the  season  "before  last.  The 
decrease  in  percentage  imports  from  the  United  States  is  accounted  for  by 
the  larger  imports  from  Jamaica  and  Palestine,     grapefruit  from  the  latter 
source  has  "been  of  importance  on  British  markets  this  season  for  the 
first  time. 

Prices  paid  for  grapefruit  at  the  Liverpool  auction  during  January 
vere  considerably  above  those  of  the  "receding  two  months  ana  also  above 
January  1929,  according  to  quotations  cabled  irom  the  London  office  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  agriculture .

Spanish  imports 
accounted'  for  over  80  oer  cent  of  these  on  the  average  wiht  Palestine 
supplying  around  10  per  cent  and  Italy  and  the "United  States  most  of  the 
remainder . 
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
